Population Of 
Alberta Climbs 
To 788,398 Now 


The population of Alberta in- 
Oreased from 731,605 in 1931 to 
788,398 in 1941, according to 
census figures released by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics at 
Ottawa Saturday. Compilation of 
census figures following the 
Dominion census last June has 
just been completed, it was an- 
nounced, 
The figures, 

to federal ridings, 
population of the Edmonton East 
riding increased from 46,086 to 
53,000 and of Edmonton West from 
39,712 to 47,565. Peace River show- 
ed a gain of more than 8,000 and 
Jasper-Edson more than’ 11,000. 
Athabasca jumped from 39.102 to 
52,474. 

In the 17 ridings in the province 
the population decreased in only 
three, with Atacia showing the 
largest drop from 37,434 in 1931 to 
26,129 ten years later. Battle River 
and Macleod dropped off slightly

TORONTO, Jan. 10.—(CP)—Rt. 
Hon. Arthur Meighen. called. .Fri- 
day night for a national govern- 
ment in Canada, declaring the 
Conservative Party is prepared 
“to share the burdens of office.” 
Recalling that Sir Robert Bor- 

den formed a national government 
in the First Great War, the newly- 
chosen Conservative leader observ- 
ed “things are different now,” said 
Canada is not living up to her re- 
quirements and declared: 

“We stand ready to help the gov- 
ernment in its endeavor. We de- 
mand that political expediency be 
forgotten; that we decide what is 
the right thing to do and do that 
very thing, and trust to the consci- 
ence of the nation. When we call 
upon the government to abandon 
political expediency, we must be 
ready to abandon it ourselves. 

“We are therefore prepared to 
join with the government, share the 
responsibility with them, carry the 
onus, if there is an onus, and suffer 
the consequences whatever they 
may be. But while prepared to 
share the burdens of office, we are 
not striving or asking “for office: 
we are striving only for victory.

Criminal Offence 
To Burn, Destroy 
Any Tires, Tubes 


OTTAWA, Jan. 10.—(CP)—Muni- 
tions Minister Howe today announc- 
ed an order making it a criminal of- 
fence to burn, cut or destroy any 
rubber tire, tube or casing. 

The latest order in the govern- 
Ment’s rubber conservation program 
provides penalties of fines up to 
$5,000 or five years’ imprisonment, 
or both, Those in the business of 
reclaiming rubber are exempt. The 
order takes effect immediately. 
Bicycle tires and tubes are speci-

SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, Jan. 10.—(CP)—Over 
the brown gorse on a hillside a Canadian platoon, at school, 
plunged through a smoke screen with fixed bayonets as 
raortar bombs exploded ahead of them, mines tore up the 
earth at their feet and bursts of live sniall arms fire whined 


past. 

In this platoon there wasn't a 
private or non-commissioned offi- 
cer, Majors and captains handled 
rifles, Bren guns, tommy guns and 
mortars, all doing tough tasks of 
ordinary infantrymen as_ they 
learned new fighting principles at 
a school of battle drill. 

Winding up a two-week course, 
54 officers from every infantry 
battalion in the Canadian infantry 
divisions were through attacks with 
blasts of actual fire and explosives. 
In all their training in England, 
Canucks have never had such an 
introduction to battle thunder.

Fire Boss Says 
' He Left Mine 
Owing To Gas 


NORDEGG, Alta., Jan. 16—(CP) 
—Harry Westcott. a former fire 
boss in the Brazeau Coal Mine 
here, today told the Ewing royal 
commission he quit the mine last 
fall “because 1 didn't like its 
gassy condition,” 

Westcott, a miner for the past 34 
years and the father of a soldier, a 
sailor and an airman now serving 
Overseas in Canada’s armed forces, 
testified at the judicial] inquiry into 
the causes of an explosion which 
killed 29 men in the mine Oct. 31. 
Mr. Justice A. F. Ewing of the Al- 
berta supreme court is the commis- 
sioner 

Westcott said he worked in the 
Nordegg mine for about four 
months last year and left it in mid- 
September, five or six weeks be- 
fore the blast. Westcott now is 
working as an ordinary miner in 
the Rosedale Colliery near Drum- 
heller, Alta. 


FOUND “FIRE-DAMP”" 

Wescott said he found “fire-damp’ 
gas in the Nordegg mine the first 
day he worked in it. He was hired 
as a shot-firer to work on blasting 
operations. 

A miner named “Soupy” was wilh 
him as he was preparing to fire an 
electrically detonated shot on that 
first shift, one day last May, West- 
cott related, 

“I asked Soupy, ‘Do you shoot in 
this kind of stuff?’ 

“He told me: ‘This is nothing. 
You'll find lots worse than this’ and 
I did.” 

A. L. Smith, of Calgary, counsel 
for District 18 of the United Mine 
Workers of America, asked West- 
cott if he considered the condi- 
tons “dangerous” in the Nordegg 
mine. 

“Yes, Sir, 
boss replied. 

Most of his questioning was con- 
ducted by Donald B, MacKenzie of 
Edmonton, commission counsel, 

M. M. Porter of Calgary, counsel 
for Brazeau Collieries Limited, 
owners of the mine, asked for per- 
mission to postpone his cross ex- 
amination of Westcott.

Hitler's own press chief 
prepared the German nation

The foreign of- 
fice asserted the reports were 
spread by British and American 
sources.

Land Debts Act

The Orderly Payment of Land 
Debts Act, passed at the 1941 ses- 
sion of the Alberta legislature, 
was declared ultra vires in &

The Orderly Payment of Land 
Debts Act was passed to prescribe 
a plan according to which debtors 
under mortgages of land and agree- 
ments for sale of land shall, for a 
limited period fixed by the act, 
make payments to creditors, and to 
further provide that so long as pay~ 
ment is made according to such plan 
no action can be brought to enforce

The Japanese are not a person- 
able race. They are small in sta- 
ture, with long torsoes and short, 
usually bowed, legs. Generally 
they are stubborn and wilfull, su- 
perstitious, and resentful of more 
fortunate people. 

When in authority they are hard- 
heeded, arbitrary and without sym- 
pathy or compassion 

In China TI have seen Japanese 
soldiers stuff lighted cigarets into 
the nostrils of defenceless Chinese 
who have offended them. Kicking 
and slapping women, shoving old 
men into canals and laughing at 
their feeble efforts to escape, prac 
ticing juj jitsu on Chinese coolies, 
are parts of the Japanese tech- 
nique in carrying their vaunted 
“spirit of brotherly love” into con- 
quered regions. 

CHINESE MORE CLEVER 

One explanation of that behavior | 
has been that the Chinese are so 
much more clever than the Japan- 
ese that the latter realize their only 
safe procedure is terrorism and 
brute force. Any contdst of intelli- 
gence invariably goes to the Chin- 
ese 

In 1936 the Japanese tortured 
British sailors who had gotten 
into trouble with the authorities 

in Formosa. Two years later an 
American woman landed at Tal- 
hokw to visit a missionary friend 
and was arrested by Japanese 
police. They used vile language 
in talking to her and reminded 
her that in the British incident 
they had torn the fingernails 
from sailors’ hands. 

The result of the Japanese pro- 
vocations has been to make them 
intensely hated from the Amur 
river in the north to the southern- 
most reaches of their expansion 
movement. 

Japan's terrorism has reacted 
against them in many ways. Prin- 
cipally, it has served to unify China 
beyond all expxctations and has 
brought China, an aroused giarf, 
into a state of industrialization and 
cohesion never before believed pos- 
sible,

Superiority, 
he said, must be overwhelming and 
he went cn to say that we must 
not only arm our own armies— 
British, U.S. Russian, Chinese, the 
Dominions, Dutch, etc.—but must be 
ready to put weapons into the hands 
of the millions in the conquered 
countries who stand ready to seize 
the first opportunity to revolt 
against their German and Japan- 
ese oppressors. 

MUST BE CARRIED THROUGH 

Mr. Roosevelt outlined a war in- 
dustrial program of immense pro- 
portions and declared that it must 
be carried through. 

The effect of this emphasis which 
undoubtedly was equally strong in 
the talks at Washington and in Mr. 
Churchill's discussions with the 
Canadian cabinet, has been a re- 
consideration of the war program 
with an eye to Industrial expansion. 
Mr. Howe's announcement on Wed- 
nesday was the first reaction, the 
more surprising since it was well 
known that prior to the Washington 
talks the tendency was to regard 
the Canadian program as the max- 
imum possible. It is true that all 
kinds of difficult problems bar the 
path to major expansion but re- 
newed efforts will be made to solve 
them. 

Already much Canadian mate- 
rial is going to Russia, China, the 
East Indies and other places 
where it is urgently needed. Mr. 
Howe had already announced 
that we undertook to deliver 100 
tanks to Russia before December 
31 and that we had made good 
our pledge. He placed the output 
in 1942 at 1,500 tanks. Putting the 
two together it is obvious that 
from the time when Russia’s need 
became urgent until the end of 
the year a very large part if not 
all of our tank production went 
overseas, leaving practically no 
surplus with which to equip Can- 
adian troops at home or in 
Britain, 

With respect to the present trends 
of the war, weight is being attached 
to President Roosevelt's plea that 
the Allied nations must not try to 
fight isolated wars but must pool 
their striking power. The situation 
in the East Indies, with respect to 
rubber, is menacing and it is not 
regarded as unlikely that the task 
of freeing the supplies of raw rub- 
ber from enemy menace might be 
given temporary precedence over, 
say, the defence of Britain. Hitherto 
the military experts at Ottawa have 
concentrated on sending men to 
Britain but this may change in 
view of the new turn which the 
war has taken.

Previous witnesses employed in 
No. 3 have told of frequent encoun- 
ters with fire damp gas and have 
complained of inadequate Ventila- 
tion but the 10 men from No, 2 all 
said they had met hardly any gas 
and there alWays was plenty of 
ventilation. 

Both seams are operated by Bra- 
zeau Collieries Limited. They 
share a single minehead but have 
separate ventilation systems and 
are staffed by different bosses and 
miners.

Swelling volume of enlistments 
in the Canadian Army (Active), 
experienced in Edmonton has 
been part of a nation-wide surge 
to the colors in recent weeks. This 
is made apparent in the an- 
nouncement by Defence Minister 
Ralston that “recruiting in Can- 
ada is growing steadily.” 

The defence minister said that 
6,700 men joined the active army in 
December, with about 1,000 enlist- 
ing in the past two days. 

Enthusiasm kindled by the heroic 
defence made by Canadian units at 
Hong Kong, entry of the United 
States into the war and the intensi- 
fied recruiting campaign, are 
thought by Defence Minister Ral- 
ston to be chiefly responsible for 
the boom in recruiting.

At an early hour Friday 
there were 22 more in line. 

Col. Ralston, when asked about 
the formation of specially-trained 
airport guards in England, said he 
did not know what arrangements 
would be made in Canada to guard 
airfields and facilities.

In contrast to this all 10 of the 
men from No. 2 said their fire 
bosses always test for gas both be- 
fore and after shots as required in 
the terms of the Alberta Mines 
Act. They said the fire bosses 
sometimes even make the tests be- 
tween shots. 

Previous witnesses employed in 
No, 3 seam had reported a frequent 
shortage of sufficient brattice cloth 
in the workings but the men from 
No. 2 said any time they asked for 
more brattice they always got It 
promptly. The cloth, a heavy jute 
gunny sacking, is used as partitions 
in the mine’s airways to regulate 
the flow of air currents 


VENTILATION GOOD 
The miners from number two 
seam who testified were Walter 
Watson, James Ashmore, James 
Smith, Christopher Smith, father 
of James, James Hnatyshyn, An- 
drew Kutay, Steve Biro, John Far- 
kas, John Allan and Ledna Mrstik.

The test of the act’s validity arose 
from a supreme court action by 
Flavius Plourde, retired Falher dis- 
trict farmer, seeking specific per 
formance of an agreement for sale 
entered into on August 11, 1927 by 
Frank Roy, Falher. 

The sale agreement covered the 
purchase of a half-section of land 
in the Falher district for $7,500 on 
which $2,000 had been paid, the 
balance to be paid by delivery of a 
half-share of the crop annually. 
Interest on the unpaid balance was 
set at six per cent. At the time of 
the hearing there was owing by the 
defendant $6,646.75, or approxi- 
mately the present value of the 
land. 

The court made the usual order 
for specific performance of the 
contract, and in default of pay- 
ment within two months directed 
sale of the property. Judgment 
was given also for $147.16 on a 
Promissory note. 

Dealing with the contention that 
the act was intra vires the provin- 
cial legislature because the agrees 
ment for sale was a matter of civil 
rights within the province, Mr. Jus- 
tice O'Connor sald, ‘the act could 
best be described as an act for the 

relief of insolvent land debtors and 
the jurisdiction to enact in the No 
Man's Land between propery and 
civil rights and bankruptcy and in- 
solvency.” 

“This is certainly not now an ex- 
clusive provincial field . . . and | 
have reached the conclusion that in 
legislating for insolvent debtors the 
province has no right to infringe 
Dominion legislation such as the 
Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement 
and the Interest Acts,” Mr. Justice 
O'Connor's judgment stated 
MATURITY OF DEBTS 

The judgment held that the act 
did not substitute the arbitrary de- 
cision of a tribunal for the right 
to enforce payment. “It strikes 
directly at the substance of the 
creditor's rights by changing the 
maturity of debts so as to make 
maturity depend on the farmer's 
crop or the urban debtor's income; 
the payment of the debt varies 
with the rainfall and the vagaries 
of the weather affecting the crop 
and with the industry of the debtor 
In the result, what was formerly a 
definite and unconditional promise 
to pay is taken away and a right 
to payment contingent on the 
debtor's crop or income is sub- 
stituted.”

H. McCuaig, K.C., for the defend- 
ant, C, H. Grant, K.C., with H. J, 
Wilson,’ K.C., representing the 
attorney-general of the province.

Capt. [lott said he has 
found that many men who have 
served in the present war will not 
join any of the existing war vet- 
erans’ associations, 


GRAND COUNCIL 

He said that in Calgary he had 
received an invitation to come in 

as a branch of the Canadian Legion. 
The proposal had been placed be- 
fore the Calgary membership and 
rejected, he stat It had .been 
therefore decided to carry on with 
rganizing the new association 

Capt. Mott said he hoped the 
day would come when a national 
grand council, composed of lead- 
ers of all war veterans’ organ- 
izations would be formed. The 2nd 
Great War Veterans’ Association 
would strive to bring about for- 
mation of such a consolidation, 
while retaining the identity of 
all existing organisations, he 
stated. 

The president said in reply to 
questions that there are approxi- 
mately 250 members of the organ- 
ization in the province. About 100 
of these are in Calgary. There is 
a branch at Lethbridge and the 
nucleus of another at Medicine Hat. 
OPEN TO ALL 

Membership is open to all men 
who have served six months in any 
branch of the Canadian active ser- 
vice forces who have been honor- 
ably discharged. The existing by- 
laws are to be changed immediate- 
ly, with respect to qualifications of 
Officers, As it now stands only 
those who have served overseas are 
eligible to hold office. As the Pa- 
cific coast is now officially consid- 
ered an active theatre of war the 
stipulation concerning overseas ser- 
vice is to be removed. 

Veterans of the last Great War 
are eligible for membership only 
where they have served in the 
Present war. Members will be al- 
lowed liberty to hold membership 
in any existing war veterans’ 
associations. 

The 2nd Great War Veterans’ As- 
sociation holds a provincial char- 
ter and is so far a non profit or- 
ganization, the president said. 

A badge, quite similar in size and 
appearance to the one issued to 
members of the Great War Vet- 
erans’ Association of Canada at the 
close of the last war, is available to 
members at 50 cents each. It is in 
the form of a small V shaped shield, 
with the Union Jack as a back- 
ground, and the name of the organ- 
ization at the top. It is sold at cost 
to members, Capt. Hott said. 


FIRST IN WEST 

The bylaws make provision for 
honorary membership in very lim- 
ited numbers and special circum- 
stances 

In Calgary dues have been set at 
$3 a year. Of this $1 goes to the 
provincial c6mmand. The amount 
of fees to be paid to the loca! branch 
may be set at any figure desired, 
but the provincial command will 
make a general levy of one dollar 
per member, it was stated. The) 
Lethbridge branch had set the! 
branch fee at one dollar, due to the 
fortunate situation of being able to 
secure a rent-free hall for meetings. 
The 2nd Great War Veterans’ As- 
sociation is the first organization of 
its king to be launched in western 
Canada, but the Canadian Active 
Service Association, that functions 
in Toronto, is quite similar. There 
has been considerable exchange of 
ideas between the two associations, 
Capt. Mott explained 

The association was formed at 
Calgary in December, 1940. He alse |

Canada, however, has indicated, 
the officials said, that she does not 
desire to avail herself of the plan. 

The United States government 
has the highest sympathy for the 
Canadian attitude, these  sonress 
said. They explained that Canadian 
officials recognize that lease-lend is 
a euphonious term and that, while 
the assistance is granted without 
question, it entails obligations. 

This view does not, question the 
sincerity of the administration in 
respect to the free-will aspect of the 
lease-lend assistance. 


The Canadian view as it has 
been explained here is that in fact 
public monies cannot be spent 
without some record being Rept 5 
and an accounting made. When 
the war is over there will be a 
complete record’ on the books of 
the Washington government of all 
the supplies the American people 
furnished without any payment 
being received. Canada, par- 
ticularly in view of its close 
Proximity to the republic, does 
not want to be on the American 
government's books, it was ¢x- 
plained. 

Canada’s attitude is that there is 
no guarantee of the attitude which 
succeeding American administra- 
tions may take towards the obliga- 
tions the lease-lend assistance will 
create. Canada wants to be in the 
clear so far as any possible future 
claims of this character are con- 
cerned: 

When President Roosevelt spoke 
of Canada and the United States 
pooling their materials since Dec- 
ember 7 he had no reference to any 
financial arrangement. The ar- 
rangement regarding materials is a 
matter of allocation rather than 
Pooling, it was pointed out. 

TAKE WHAT IT NEEDED 

If a Canadian order for, say, 2,000; 
planes should come off the as- 
sembly line at a time when Can- 
ada has urgent need of only 500, 
the Dominion would take what it 
needed and release the remainder to 
the United States for re-allocation 
to whatever theatre of war could 
use them with the most immediate 


effect. The Dominion. however, 
would pay for only 500 of such 
planes. 


On the other hand, if the United 
States released to Canada 1,000 
planes which had been earmarked 
for its own account, the Dominion 
would pay for the 1,000. In other 
words, it is explained, Canada and 
the United States are engaged in 
close co-operation rather than all- 
out pooling in a literal eense which 
would imply that each country 
threw its resources into a common 
pot and drew on the pool accord- 
ing to its requirements, 


OTFAWA OFFICIALS 
AGREE WITH STORY 

OTTAWA, Jan. 9—(BUP)—Of- 
ficials of the department of muni- 
tions and supply agreed today with 
a Washington news dispatch which 
described the Canadian government 
as disinclined to seek a lease-lend 
relationship with the United States, 

The officials indicated that, while 
the motives of the Roosevelt gov-

“CLEAVED IN TWAIN” 

By that election, he declared, the 
nation “was cleaved in twain, and, 
in order that the present govern- 
ment might solidify itself in office, 
what should have been a united 
War support “was cut in two on 
party lines.” 

A little later he said: “The man 
who is moved today by the old 
cries and ties of party does not 
know the meaning of this war. The 
spectacle of a single group clinging 
to exclusive contro] in the midst of 
a holocaust which enyelops the 
world is discreditable to Canada 
and is not a subject of pride to 
pinbard men and women of this na- 
ion.”

That is another 
item in a growing bill of particulars 
from China indicating that while the 
Japanese are slowed down but un- 
checked on other China Sea battie 
fronts, in Central and South China 
they are definitely on the defensive. 
FAVORABLE POSITION 

Chinese capture of Canton and 
Nanchang would represent far more 
than local victories. The cities are 
capitals rsepectively of Kwangtung 
and Kiangsi provinces and keys to 
Japanese occupation of nearly ail 
the Great Eastern bulge where the 
Chinese mainland juts into the 
China Sea. Both are less than 600 
air miles from the pivot of Japan's 
attack both on China and southward 
in the China Sea, the island base of 
Formosa, 

With Canton and Nanchang re- 
gained not only Chinese but 
Anglo-American-Netherlands al- 
lies would be a long step closer to 
positions from which they could 
blast by air at the Formosa base 
and at Japanese communication 
lines running through Formosa 
Strait toward French Indo-China, 
Thailand and the Malaya penin- 
eula.

Soviet front-line dispatches de- 
clared Red army troops advanc- 
ing over the wintry battlefields 
at a pace of more than four miles 
a day had recaptured Mosalsk, 47 
miles west of Kaluga, and fur- 
ther tightened the - ise on 100,000 
Germans still holding out at Moz- 
haisk. 

Russian spearheads were report- 
ed within 25 miles of the Vyazma- 
Bryansk line, where Hitler is ex- 
pected to rally his fleeing armies 
for an attempted stand-deep in the 

rear of the Mozhaisk salient 57 
miles west of Moscow. 


RESTORE RAIL LINE 

A B.B.C. broadcast said the Rus- 
sians also were plunging forward in 
the Orel sector, 200 miles southwest 
of Moscow, *and killed here 5,000 
German soldiers in the last five 
days.” 

The Swiss radio, quoting dis- 
patches from Moscow, sald com- 
munications on the 600-mile rail 
line between Moscow and Rostov- 
on-Don had been re-established. 

A bulletin from Hitler's field 
headquarters acknowledged ‘“de- 
fence fighting continued with un- 
diminished violence” on the central 
(Moscow) frent and in the north- 
ern (Leningrad) sector. 

Where German reports a few 
months ago told of Nazi tanks 
raging over the Soviet countryside. 
sweeping wide to engulf and finally 
“annihilate” trapped Russian forces, 
today’s dispatche# pictured the Ger- 
mans as suffering the same fate. 


ADVANCE ON NOVGOROD 

On the Leningrad front, Russian 
columns driving down the Volkhov 
river were reported advancing 
upon the big German base at Nov- 
gorod, 120 miles southwest of Len- 
ingrad, in an encirclement move 
which might cut off the Nazi siege 
armies before Leningrad itself. 

In the Crimea, the Germans faced 
a similar encirclement by Russian 
troops now pouring into the Black 
Sea peninsula in great numbers. 

The extent of Soviet landing 
operations in the Crimea was 
illustrated bv German high 
command claim That Nezi planes 

in new attacks had sunk a 4,000- 

ton Russian troop transport and 

damaged three merchant ships 
and a cruiser in Black Sea 

waters. . 

The high command said the trans- 
port, the cruiser and two of the 
merchant ships were bombed in 
attacks on Sevastopol. where the 
long-besieged Russian garrison now 
has broken German lines and start- 
ed a counter-offensive. The other 
merchant ship was attacked off 
Feodosiya, where other Soviet 
forces have landed, 


GRAVE NAZI VIEW 
Dr, Otto Dietrich, Hitler's press 
chief, took a grave view of the 
six-month-old conflict in an article 
published in all German newspap- 
ers—one of the first official intima- 
tions the German people have re- 
ceived that their armies were suf- 
fering a near-catastrophic defeat. 
Pessimistic expressions may be 
part of a German propaganda 
campaign, intended to slacken 
Allied war resolve through the 
implication that the grey legions 
already are far gone, but a sent- 
ence, at least, was for consump- 
tion at home as well as abroad. 
“Hitler will know how to over- 
come this crisis.” Dietrich said. 
Berne dispatches said Axis news- 
papers and Berlin and Rome coni- 
muniques alike have not mentioned 
the fall of a single city or town 
since it was admitted Nov. 29 that 
the Germans were withdrawing 
from the Don River port of Rostov.

Ottawa, The Canadian govern- 
ment has led the way in North 
American economic planning and 
in endeavoring to mesh our econ- 
omy with the economies of the 
South American nations. To this 
end many joint committees have 
bedn established with the United 
States and invaluable work has 
been done in pooling United 
States-Canadian resources and in 
laying plans for post-war recon- 
struction. Also Hon, Jas, Mac- 
Kinnon, minister of trade and 
commerce, has recently toured 
South America with a group of 
experts, seeking to increase trade. 
Yet when the real planning is to 
begin, Canada will be on the out- 
side and part of what has already 
been achieved may be imperilled. 

Moreover, Canada's absence from 
Rio de Janeiro is causing consider- 
able antagonism in some sections 
of South America—notably Chile. 
The Chilean press has been point- 
ing out that Canada is a poor 
neighbor. Why go to the trouble 
and expense of sending a cabinet 
minister and staff of experts all 
over the continent, if the real plrn- 
ning is to be neglected? 


CRITICISM DISCOUNTED 

The criticisms of the Chilean 
press are somewhat discounted 
here, although regretted, as they 
appear to be more the result of in- 
spiration than of local origin. Chile 
has a very active representative at 
Ottawa, 

The weakness in Canada’s posi- 
tion, it is clear, is now recognized. 
Canada is absent from this confer- 
ence because she is not a member 
of the Pan-American Union, This 
dominion has refused to take the 
vacant chair kept for her, in the 
past, because of many considera- 
tions. It was felt by successive 
governments that membership 
might complicate relations with 
the British Commonwemlth, or cut 
across our full co-operation with 
the League of Nations. 

In _ retrospect

The creation of an agricultural di- 
vision of the Chamber of Commerce 18 
a much-belated recognition of the inter- 
dependence of the city and the farming 
community of central and northern Al- 
berta.

Building The “Ceiling” 


Canada’s Air Force has passed the 
100,000 mark, not counting 12,000 civi- 
lian employees of the training scheme. 
At the end of the year there were 21 
R.C.A.F. squadrons overseas, and the 
immediate objective of 25 squadrons 
will be reached shortly. Then again 
the objective will be raised, probably 
to 40 squadrons it was intimated some 
time ago. The figure in view at any 
time is only a means of marking pro- 
gress, not a final goal. The expansion 
of the force is to be continuous, and its 
ultimate strength will depend on the 
duration of the war and the need of 
fliers. 

Neither, the Minister emphasized 
again in a statement at Ottawa, is there 
any fixed maximum as to the number 
of recruits to be taken on under the 
Commonwealth Training project from 
Canada and elsewhere. While all the 
schools planned have been completed, 
these facilities are capable of enlarge- 
ment and are being enlarged as necess- 
ary. “The sky is the limit” as to the 
number of men who may be trained. 
Figures ayes two years ago as to the 
output of the schools have apparently 
been abandoned as jnadaquate, and 
with planes aplenty in prospect the 
stream of graduates is expanding far 
ahead of schedule. 

Recent events in the Pacific have 
shown again the vital need of over- 
whelming air supremacy on _ every 
front. Canada is doing its part to 
make sure there will be no shortage of 
properly trained crews. 


Not Vital Points 


Japanese forces have launched what 
they intend to be the final attack on 
the American forces near Manila; and 
what they hope will be a decisive attack 
on the British troops north of Singa- 
pore. In both areas they outnumber 
the defenders beyond comparison, and 
have apparently plenty of reserves if 
they can find room to employ them. 

Washington has not suggested that 
the Manila outpost is invulnerable, and 
its capture—after a month of hard 
fighting—would be no occasion for sur- 
prise, nor for enemy boasting. In Ma- 
laya the battle-line is still far from 


Singapore, and the prospect of holding | 


there is better, though the fall of Man- 
ila would release more land divisions, 
warships and airplanes for the attack. 

Disappointing as it would be, the 
fact may better be faced that both of 
these places may be lost. Their assail- 
ants are powerful in men and equip- 
ment, and the defences admittedly in- 
adequate. But the war will not be won 
or lost in the Philippines, nor in Ma- 
laya, nor in the Dutch Hast Indies. If 
the enemy should capture all these re- 
mote areas his victory would be only 
temporary. The fighting there is im- 
portant mainly because 
troops, ships and planes are being de- 
stroyed, with less severe losses to the 
Allies. 

The war will be won when Japan's 
military power is smashed. Where that 
happens is not vital. When it happens 
every foot of territory taken by force 
will be restored to its owners by the 
scratch of a pen,

The year 1942 is beginning as auspi- 
ciously in the diplomatic sphere as (with

The Japanese military gains in the

The visits of Prime Minister Churchill 
to the United States and Canada and of 
British Foreign Secretary Eden to Russia 
have given great impetus to the negotia- 
tions under way for some time in Wash- 
ington, London, Moscow, Chungking and 
other capitals. 


Anti-Axis Pact 


The most obvious fruit of all this en- 
deavor is the anti-Axis pact signed by the 
United States, Great Britain, Russia and 
23 other nations on January 2nd. 

In addition to endorsing the wat and 
peace aims embodied in the Atlantic Char- 
ter ‘promulgated by Roosevelt and Chur- 
chill on August 14, 1941 the 26 associated 
nations have pledged themselves to prose- 
cute the war against the Axis to the limit 
of their resources and not to make a separ- 
ate armistice or peace with the enemies. 

Some of the signatories are small and 
without military strength, Some lack soil 
of their own upon which to function, But 
their moral support is valuable, and use- 
ful material support may be forthcoming 
from them. 

The solid core of the anti-Axis combi- 
nation is made up of nations with vast re- 
sources in manpower, productive equip- 
ment, financial wealth and actual or 
potential military might. 

Already these major anti-Axis powers 
have achieved a far larger degree of unity 
than was achieved by the Allies at the 
same stage of the first World War. 

Precisely how much joint action mili- 
tary and economically has been developed 
at the various conferences may not be 
revealed for some time but it is obvious 
that a very large degre of cooperation is 
already operative, 


In Last War 


To appreciate the achievements in uni-

It took stil] longer to arrange for the 
financing of supplies destined for the 
Allied armies — an arrangement set up 
many months before the formal entry of 
the United States into the second world 
war.

The heads of the British, American, 


Russian, Dutch and other armed forces 
have been conferring for a considerable 
time. If agreement has not been reached 
as to which nationals are to command 
which sectors of the joint anti-Axis effort 
negotiations looking towards agreement 
are at least well advanced. 

The first world war had been fought 
for three and one third years before a su- 
preme war council met for the first time 
Dec. 1, 1917. It was not until the middle of 


1918 that Foch became commander-in- 
chief on the western front. 
United Strategy 


A real unity of strategy on all fronts 
of the 1914-18 war was never achieved. 

The achievement of unified strategy 
and effort on such a farflung front involv- 
ing so many national susceptibilities as the 
present war is too great a task to warrant 
expectation of immediate realization. 

Indeed there has been complains from 
Australia and the Netherlands Indies con- 
cerning what those, vitally concerned Axis 
foes feared to be a tendency to consider 
the war in the pacific as a sideshow. 

The Australians also complained 
about the calibre of the leadership en- 
trusted with the defense of Singapore and 
Malaya. 

The British previously indicated dis- 
apointment that the Russians do not take 
them more fully into their confidence in 
military matters, 

None of these attitudes and difficulties 
seem insuperable, however, and the pro- 
gress made toward co-ordination and co- 
operation is too great to be lost sight of in 
a discussion of remaining problems. 


After the War 


It is not too early to add that the 
co-operation now being forged in the 
white heat of war must be continued during 
the period after the war has been won 
if succeeding generations are to be spared 
the ordeal to which this generation twice 
has been subjected — assault upon the 
peace-loving nations by aggressively- 
minded Germany. 

If the United States should withdraw 
immediately after the victory as it did in 
1919, Germany and Japan, however badly 
beaten, will again find means of renewing 
their long-range plans for world dominion. 

This central truth must never be lost 
sight of in formulating American plans to 
win the war and maintain a world order in 
which peace-loving peoples may devote 
their major energies to peaceful pursuits 
instead of forever living in dread of re- 
currence of hostilities, 


ously bloodthirsty; nor could one imagine 
a grosser insult to the representative of 
the oldest continuous dynasty on earth 
than the Mikado himself, who gloats over 
the prospect of seeing people immersed in 
boiling oil or melting lead. Basically, the 
ruler of Japan as conceived by Gilbert is 
the archetype of theatrical ogres. 

This is a very humorless view to take 
of a joyous entertainment, but it may sur- 
prise readers to know that the theory that 
“The Mikado” was an insult to Japan and 
not a boost was once seriously taken by 
British officialdom, Shortly after the turn 
of this century certain Japanese notables 
were due to visit Great Britain, and the 
authorities in advance forbade army and 
navy bands to play the overture to “The 
| Mikato” during their stay, because the 

music might be offensive. There was a 
technical ground for this because the 
native tune which Sullivan uses for the 
monarch’s entrance theme has a Japan ob- 
scene connotation. The incident caused a 
good deal of talk in London at the time, 
but Japanese diplomats suavely told the 
Government not to worry. ‘ 

Personally IT have pleasant recollections 
of the incident. During the first years of 
this century interest jn Gilbert and Sulli- 
van had lapsed in North America owing to 
the popularity of London musical come- 
dies, to such a degree that many knew 
nothing of the libretto and were naturally 
mystified at the ban. I was able to sell an 
article outlining the plot, which is so in- 
tricate that it cannot be lucidly summar- 
ized in less than 1,500 words, 

It will surprise many to know that the 
management of the D'Oyly Carte Com- 
pany, which has been touring England 
ever since the present war started, was 
compelled to quietly drop “Pinafore” from 
its repertory—not because of public pres- 
sure, but because of the refusal of princi- 
pals to sing a work that from first to last 
ridicules the British Navy.

For Fighting 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

Our ability to carry out the program 
which the President has outlined depends 
upon a change, beginning immediately and 
becoming continually more profound, in 
the daily lives of all Americans who are 
not already in the armed services, The 
American way of life, as a moral and re- 
ligious conception of man and his rights 
and duties, we can main- 
tain and, indeed, by 
sacrifice and effort, make 
purer and more intense. 

But American ways of 
living and the American 
standard of living, as 
they have evolved in the 
latter years, will have to 
be altered more deeply 
than we can as yet fully 
maintain, 

For this pecRtay can- ff 
not be superimpo pon wee 
our eedinaty business and W.- Lippmann 
our ordinary lives, It requires the con- 
version to war purposes of the tacilities of 
virtually all the durable and semi-durable 
goods industries. This conversion cannot 
be effected without the concentrated at- 
tention, and one might almost say the 
fanatical zeal, of the directors, the man- 
agers, the engineers, the shop foremen, the 
labor leaders, and of al! the employees. It 
will require for millions of men and 
women a change of occupation, and often 
of their residence and normal manner of 
life, which will be as abrupt as that which 
happens to a young man when he enlists. 
It will require the training of millions of 
men and women for jobs they have never 
done before. 

It will require, because the war will 
almost certainly last a long time, an imme- 
diate alteration of our pergonal habits and 
a concerted replanning and reorganization 
of the services and facilities which are 
now taken for granted in the cities and in 
the rural communities of the whole 
country, : 

Gigantic Sums 

The statistics which the President gave 
us, and the gigantic sums of money which 
Congress will appropriate, are merely the 
blueprints and the bookkeeping for this 
mighty change in our ways of living. We 
have to prepare ourselves for it. We shall 
not be alert in our own minds, nor ready 
in our hearts, until we have understood 
how inescapably necessary is this tremen- 
dous dislocation of our ordinary existence. 

The President has called upon the 
country to make this effort in order to win 
the war, to repair our defeats, to insure 
our security and vindicate our faith. These 
are reasons enough for making the effort. 
But they do not tell the whole story, and 
stated in these terms alone there will be 
moments when, not in the heroic mood, 
we shall wonder whether we really have 
to do what we have pledged ourselves to 


do, 
Setbacks 


It is necessary, therefore, that we 
should realize and never afterwards forget 
the consequences here at home of the 
attack on Pearl Harbor and on the Philip- 
pines, of the attack on Malaya and the 
Netherlands Indies, of the British-Ameri- 
can loss of naval and air supremacy in the 
western Pacific. We call them “set-backs,” 
or even more candidly we call them de- 
feats. But we look upon them as setbacks 
or defeats in distant “outposts,” 

The plain fact of the matter, however, 
igs that when Japan cut our commercial 
communications with the Far East, Japan 
knocked out the automobile industry in 
the United States. This created a situation 
where that industry can never be revived, 
nor our ways of dife, in so far gs they de- 

nd on the automobile, kept going much 
onger, if we do not win the war, It was 
not only the warships and planes in 
Hawaii and Luzon and off Singapore that 
were lost in the opening days of the Jap- 
anese war; that opening blow struck down 
and flattened out for the duration of the 
war the automobile and what goes with 
the automobile in this country. 

We move on rubber wheels, and access 
to rubber is in Japanese hands, Mr. West- 
brook Pegler told us the other day that 
to the modern American the automobile is 
what the horse was to the earlier Ameri- 
can on the Western plains, Since Pearl 
Herbor and Guam and Wake and Luzon, 
it is as if in the old West no more horses 
could have been bred, and there was only 
a small supply of food left for#the horses 
that still remained,

American Life To Change 


Industry Today Has No Value Ex: « 


Therefore, as the owners, managers and 
employees of the automobile industry 
meet in Washington, they cannot realize 
too vividly that until Japan is defeated, 
the industry is as dead as a hydro-electric 
plant if, suddenly, there were no more 
water, or an engine if suddenly there were 
no more fuel, or a newspaper plant if suc - 
denly there were no more ink. The vast 
and brilliant equipment of the greatest of 
all American industries has no present 
value es a going concern, except as it can 
be converted to making weapons. The 
machinery of the industry will be so much 
junk, the men employed in it will be per- 
manently out of work, unless and until 
by victory in the war we recover free 
access to the rubber without which cars 
cannot move, 

For without victory rubber will be a 
Japanese monopoly, and the price of rub- 
ber will be fixed in Tokye, and the amount 
of rubber will’ be rationed from Tokyo, 
and it will be in Tokyo, therefore, that 
American civilization, which is so largely 
organized around the automobile, will be 
controlled. 

- Arsenal of War 


The automobile industry has no present 
value to its owners, managers, workers, or 
to its customers except as it can be con- 
verted into an arsenal of war, This cone 
version is indispensable to the country, 
which will be defeated if the conversion is 
not promptly and successfully carried out. 
And it is indispensable to the industry it- 
self, which will be for all practical pur- 
pose; demolished, if the war is not de- 
cisively won. These truths, which once 
seen are self-evident, are the hard but 
solid ground upon which the government, 
the managers and the men, must now 
stand, 

We must all stand there, having grasp- 
ed the startling news, that in making the 
effort which the President's program calls 


| for, we are not giving up something which 


we have. We have already lost, though 
the consequences will be felt only in the 


| course of weeks and months, what we are 


now talking about giving up. We have 
already lost the means to continue to live 
at the standard of life which the automor 
bile and the related mechanical conven- 
iences have established in this country. 


Standard of Life 


We have lost the means to maintain the 
prevailing American standard of life be- 
causé for twenty years we could not and 
would not understand that automobiles 
are not really a completely American pro- 
duct, We have created our greatest in- 
dustry and we have organized our farms, 
our suburban communities, our factories, 
and our cities around a means of trans- 
portation which is vitally dependent upon 
the state of affairs on the other side of the 
world. Yet in our politics and in our 
diplomacy and in our military and naval 
preparations we have proceeded on the 
assumption that no one could touch us if 
he did not land an invading army in con- 
tinental United States, 

Now perhaps we know better, having 
seen that without the dropping of a bomb 
or the appearance of an enemy soldier, 
this central American industry is struck 
down, and is lost beyond hope of revival 
—until American men and the men of the 
United Nations fight their way back and 
recover what has been taken away from 
us.

Ask Cadet Course 
For High Schools 


The fifth province to consider in- 
corporating air cadet training into 
its high school curriculum for matri- 
culation credits, Ontario is now in- 
vestigating a system whereby a De- 
fence Training Course would be 
taught in grades 10 to 13. All of the 
basic air cadet work would be cov- 
ered in grades 10 to 12 and an ad- 
| vanced, specialized course would be 
|given in grade 13. 

At a meeting in mid-November 
called by the Deputy Minister of 
Education, G, F. Rogers, represent- 
atives of all Ontario universities, 
Secondary Schools Association, 
R.C.A.F., Military, and the Air 
Cadet League, a tentative plan 
was drawn up. It was recom- 
mended that instruction start, 
wherever possible, on January 1. 
This training course would be 
compulsory in all secondary schools 
except where exemption has been 
granted by the Minister of Educa- 
tion, 

It would be under the supervision 
of the department of education with 
local authority vested in the schvol 
boards. The support of the Fed- 
eral Government through the co- 
operation of the defence department 
cadet services would be sought,

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BILL SEES NOVICE AIRMAN 
PLAY WITH DEATH IN SKY 

ENSACOLA, Fila., Jan. 10. — He 

never weaved through a sud- 
denly broken field with the leather 
in his elbow while the tightly pack- 
ed thousands shook a_ stadium 
with their cheers. Yet the things he 
did, and the thing youngsters like 
him are doing every day, makes a 
sports writer rearrange certain 
well-worked portions of his vaca- 
bulary, Makes him a little self- 
conscious about using such terms 
as “raw, red courage,” “steel, cold 
nerve,” ‘split-second reflexes,” 
“areti¢ coolness under fire’ and 
similar standard cliches of ring and 
arena. 

For all his bulky flying suit and 
the parachute strapped to him 
like a quadrangular Siamese 
twin, he is only a baby-faced kid 
with a neck like a celery stalk. 
He'd volunteered his life for his 
country, and it looked as if he 
was about to give it, and, before 
he'd ever heard a gun or seen a 
fight, he was suddenly face to face 
with death up there in the blue 
Florida sky. 

The navy’s aerial fledglings, or 
goslings as they call themselves, do 
their frist flying in land planes. 
This young man took off in one of 
those blunt-nosed, mustard-yellow 
training hornets from a far corner 
of the big, closely regulated field. 
He came roaring down the asphalt- 
ed runway dead into the wind, but 
he didn't quite clear another plane 
that had just taxied in. He clipped 
the top of the other plane. knocking 
off one of he wheels of his landing 
gear. It was dangling crazily ben- 
eath him now like a foot badly 
broken at the ankle. He had, of 
course, felt the shock of the slight 
collision, and looking over the side 
of the cockpit as his plane gained 
altitude, he saw the broken wheel 
and realized the predicament he 
was in. 

That's when he started thinking, 
and that’s where this story starts, 
as well, 

He flew coolly along until he was 
in clear control of both himself and 
his plane, and then he turned back 
to the field and gave the signal of 
distress, This consists of zooming 
over the control tower.

In a crisis of this 
sort, even the beginning flyer has 
One of two choices, and he hag to 
make it himself. Nobody can 
order him to do elther. He must 
make his own decision, so they 
stood by to see what this 

prepiye would elect and to help 

as much as they could with 
whatever he decided. 

He kept cruising back and forth. 
That meant he elected to’ try to 
land, conscious, possibly, of the fact 
that he was currently responsible 
for an American investment of 
thousands of dollars. if he were 
going to jump, he'd naturally clmb 
to a much higher altitude, With his 
intention clear, instructors quickly 
ran another plane out of line, and 
while one warmed it up, another 
wrote instructions of how to try to 
land on one wheel in big chalk let- 
ters on a blackboard possibly five 
feet square. 

This done, they took off and flew 
straight up to him, flying along 
beside him closely enough for him 
to read the instructions. He finally 
signalled that he had it, and they 
returned to earth and stood by for 
the probable disaster. Even know- 
ing how, this is a ticklish job for an 
experienced pilot, and this was no 
experienced pilot up there near 
those clouds. 

His mental hazard must have 
been as terrific as the physical one, 
too, for they’d told him to land in 
the middle of the field, well away

“Our Obligation to God 
and Men” 


HE plot of the Pharisees tosensnare the Redeemer, 
artfully laid, it's execution artfully conducted; but 
in vain did human craftiness attempt to circumvent 
Divine Wisdom, He did not reply directly but called 
for a coin and asked whose superscription it bore. “They 
said Caesar's." He replied, “Render to Caesar the things 
that are Caesar's and to God the things that are God's.” 


The Spirit of the passage requires us to regard the 
rights of all beings sacred, and to give to them all that is 
their's, This practical truth is worthy of your serious con- 
sideration these days; first of all asking ourselves: What is 
due to God? Or, what are the things our Saviour requires 
us to render to God? The question may be answered briefly 
in one word, and that word is ALL; for it is easy to show, 


in the most perfect sense, that all things are the property 
of God, firstly as Creator, and secondly as Redeemer. 


Our Bodies are God's property, therefore we are to 
Glorify Him in our bodies by temperate and wise living. 
Our time, our knowledge and literary acquisitions, our tem- 
poral possessions are all God's property and a rendering of 
these things to God is in keeping with the dictum of our 
“Seek ye first the Kingdom of God and His right- 
eousness.” Men are not owners but stewards, to whose care 
the Lord of all things entrusted a portion of His property, : 
to be employed agreeably to His directions, 
adequately provided for our wants and happiness in this

crease in wheat acreage is predict- 
ed by L. D. Nesbitt, superintendent 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool, for 
Alberta's 1942 grain crop. He anti- 
cipates also an acute shortage of 
farm labor. 

Mr. Nesbitt pointed to the fact 
that last year wheat farmers of the 
province planted 2,000,000 acres 
less to wheat, and increased the 
acreage sown to oats by more than 
1,000,000. acres, and barley by 125,- 
000 acres. Although the govern- 
ment had not yet announced a pol- 
icy regarding bonuses for decreas- 
ing wheat acreage, he believed the 
tendency towards reduction would 
continue. He predicted further’ in- 
creases in the acreage sown to oats 
and barley. 

The principal swing from wheat 
to oats and barley would come in 
central and northern Alberta, 
where the largest number of hogs 
were raised, Mr. Nesbitt declared. 
The southern part of the province 
would continue with wheat plant- 
ing. 

Mr. Nesbitt was of the opinion 
there should be an increase in the 
flax acreage in the province.

NO SAFE PLACES 

We look around this pleasant 
neighborhood now with a new con-

We are certainly united now as 
never before, with all lovers of 
freedom, and I believe we are ready 
to put out the smouldering embers 
of old feuds. When Prime Minister 
Churchill spoke to the United States 
Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in Washington and his hearers 
laughed and cheered, and fell in 
love with this boyish, chubby Eng- 
lishman, I believe the bitter memor- 
ies of ancient wrongs died in the 
music of that laughter, Men who 
fight side by side for all that free 
men hold dear will not remember a 
grudge against each other. The 
American nation may even have re- 
membered in that shining hour of 
history the last ‘written words of 
their own great Jefferson: “As for 
me | prefer the dream of the future 
to the history of the past.” 


WAR CHANGES PEOPLE 

War changes people. We must 
change or lie down and die, broken- 
hearted. We must toughen our 
fibre and we must cut loose from 
the memory of old sins and old sor- 
rows and look ahead, No war was 
ever won by looking backward. 

The Japanese have chosen to fight 
under the black flag of the tyrants, 
and have already shown that they 
will conform to the brutal stan- 
dards of their masters. I can never 
believe that the common people of 
any of these countries are our ene- 
mies, but they have made the fatal 
mistake of delivering their country 
over to the assassins.

quently, the functional disorder is | 


not accompanied by any change in 
the organ itself; that is, no organic 
disease is present. 

A functional heart disorder there- 
fore deals with a form of heart 
trouble in which there is an inter- 
ference with the way the heart is 
doing its work; although struct- 
urally, the heart may be perfectly 
sound. As far as the disturbed 
working of the heart is concerned 
the disorder is real; organically, it 
is unreal. 

These functional disorders affect- 
ing the heart may cause a great 
deal of distress and discomfort—in 
fact, the patient with a functional 
trouble may experience more dis- 
comfort than the one with a more 
serious type of heart trouble.

disturbance is present. Absorbing 
the idea that there is something 


wrong with his heart, he builds up 


a picture of heart failure and sud- 
den death and thereafter anticipates 
falling over in the street, or some 
similar disaster. The fear also tends 
to make the heart symptoms worse. 
Many times this needless worry 
disappears readily when the phys- 
ician explains that there is prob- 
ably not the slightest danger what- 
ever of the heart stopping, 

The mental factor in these cases 
is usually very strong and many 
times the most help the physician 
may give is to quiet the mind and 
convince the patient that there is 
no danger. 

I mention this fact to let you 
know that sometimes the doctor is 
able to give the patient good news 
about his heart and send him home 
with a great load of worry taken 
from his mind. 

One of the common symptoms 
seen in the functional heart disord- 
ers is palpitation. The person in 
normal health is unaware of the 
action of the heart. It may happen 
that the healthy person may become 
conscious of the heart beat after he 
has become aqver-tired or debili- 
tated, but usually he does not know 
that he has a heart. The term pal- 
Pitation may be explained by say- 
ing that the heart beats become 
perceptible to the individual. He 
becomes conscious of the heart 
action, and especially conscious of 
the fact that the heart action is ir- 
regular, jerky, rapid or forceful 

The one who is expecting pal- 
pitation of the heart is therefore 
one who is conscious of a disturbed 
heart action. Palpitation is fre- 
quently found among _ nervous

Medical personnel—doctors and 
nurses—under the Geneva conven- 
tion of 1929 are not regarded as 
prisoners of war. The agreement de- 
mands specia] treatment if they are 
captured. They may be kept behind 
enemy lines and employed—only in 
their professional duties—as long 
as their services are required. 

While the enemy is using their 
services they must get the same pay 
and the same rations and the same 
quarters as the enemy nurses and 
doctors do. According to the agree- 
ment, they must be released as 
soon as their services are no longer 
necessary. 

This is the agreement. No one 
knows if the Japanese will bother 
to keep it or not. The hearts of 
Canadians are with the two nurs- 
ing sisters. 

Nursing Sister Christie was a 
graduate of Western hospital, To- 
ronto.

Gas Loss Revealed 
By Alberta Board 


There was a wastage of 31 bil- 
lion cubic feet of natural gas in 
Alberta during the first 11 
months of 1941, it was reported 
in figures released by the Al- 
berta Petroleum and Natural Gas 
Conservation board, 

Production of 56 billion 
cubic feet of gas was reported, 
while only 25 billion were used 
for fuel. The wastage, it was 
estimated, would be enough for 
fuel for every city, town and vil- 
lage in Alberta and part of Bri- 
tish Columbia. 

Nearly all the wastage was in 
Turner Valley, where the gas 
was burned or blown away. The 
loss was six billion cubic feet 
more than in the same period of 
1940. The ittcrease was believed 
due to the completion of a num- 
ber of new crude producing 
wells.
